having their Judsments inftrveted and manners form’ 
mieh fooner, than 1s geucrally thought, as we have 
fecnin thofe of fome perfons of quatitv, whofe chi! 

dren of ten or twelve years of age, have been as 
wile, as youths commonly are at eighteen or twenty. 
‘There moft alfo be encouragements ufed, as well as 
punifhment to make ’em do well, and fuch rewards 
fhou'd always be given them when they do their duty, 
as fuites the mecit of the action.

ity, whereas to burn fome grofs matter is required, by 
which it may better adhere to the body, to be burned. 
Hence a Coal, or hot Iron buras more than flame, 
efpecially the fame of tenuious matter,as fpirit of wine, 
which being highly reétifyed is altogether Innoctous, 
But the definition of our Modern Philofophers jis after 
another manner, which is fo plain and natural, that to 
fuch who have confulted the queftion, {t carries its 
evidence with it; they tellus, ‘tis matter briskly mo- 
ved; therefore to kindle a fire is only to begin fuch a 
motion, and to continue it, is to fupply ic with matter 
that is apt tobe moved.
